Trust admits health and safety charge after patient fell from chimney

A MENTAL health trust has ad¬ 
mitted a serious health and safety 
charge after a patient fell to his 
death from a hospital chimney 
tower. 

A representative from Surrey 
and Borders Partnership NHS 
Foundation Trust (SABP) admit¬ 
ted one charge of an employer 
breaching their general duty to 
another at Guildford Crown Court 
on Friday, January 27. 

The Trust will be sentenced in 


June. The charge related to the 
death of Adam Withers, who died 
after falling from a chimney at Ep¬ 
som Hospital on May 9,2014. 

The 20-year-old from Orchard 
Gardens, Epsom, had been diag¬ 
nosed with acute and transient 
psychosis in April 2014. 

He had climbed on to a con¬ 
servatory roof and up a ladder 
attached to a chimney while his 
mother and twin sister were visit¬ 
ing, an inquest was told last year. 

His mother, Michelle Withers 
told Woking Coroners’ Court in 
January 2016 that she pleaded 
with him to climb down. 

He had become agitated after 


Mrs Withers arrived late for their 
scheduled Friday evening visit, 
and used a flower pot to climb onto 
a conservatory roof in the court¬ 
yard of the hospital’s Elgar Ward 
before his fatal fall. 

Mrs Withers also told the court 
there were no doctors or nurses 
present at the time. 

On January 22, 2016, a jury con¬ 
cluded Adam Withers climbed to 
the top of a 130ft chimney and fell 
from it unintentionally whilst suf¬ 
fering an acute psychotic illness. 

The jury also concluded his 
death was “caused or more than 
minimally contributed to by” mul¬ 
tiple failures of Surrey and Bor¬ 


ders Partnership NHS Foundation 
Trust (SABP) and Epsom and St 
Helier university Hospitals NHS 
Trust (ESTH). 

SABP is responsible for mental 
health provision at Epsom Hospi¬ 
tal. 

The Trust introduced a raft of 
extra security measures - includ¬ 
ing making drainpipes and ledges 
harder to climb, and making the 
courtyard off-bounds for mental 
health patients - at the hospital 
after Mr Withers’ death. 

The sentencing hearing for 
SABP will take place at Guild¬ 
ford Crown Court on June 
22 .

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Calls for unitary council 


A ‘RADICAL overhaul’ of 
the political system is needed 
in Surrey if the county is to 
make its ‘top-heavy’ adminis¬ 
tration more efficient, an op¬ 
position party claimed. 

Labour leader Councillor 
Robert Evans suggested con¬ 
verting the county to a uni¬ 
tary authority - a single-tier 
system of local governance, 
in which one body is respon¬ 
sible for all council func¬ 
tions - would lead to a more 
“streamlined” democracy. 

Berkshire and Cornwall 
have both adopted single-tier 
models, and Councillor Ev¬ 
ans believes Surrey should 
follow suit. But a county 
council spokesman said the 
“hugely costly and complex 
process” of creating a uni¬ 
tary authority would “not be 
an appropriate use of taxpay¬ 
ers’ time or money”. 

Liberal Democrat leader 
Councillor Hazel Watson 
added that any plans for 
converting to a single-tier 
system would need “serious 
consideration” by the county 
council, the county’s 11 bor¬ 
ough councils, and Surrey 
residents. 

Labour leader Robert Ev¬ 
ans, pictured, pointed out 
that Surrey has 11 borough 
and districts, each with coun¬ 
cil offices, a town hall, a chief 
executive and councillors, in 
addition to the county coun¬ 
cil itself. This means there 
are 12 chief executives and 
more than 600 councillors in 
the county 

“In other parts of the coun¬ 



try, they’ve streamlined their 
democracy,” Cllr Evans said. 

“But when I forced a debate 
on Surrey County Council, 
I’m afraid the Conservatives 
chose the status quo, and 
backed the present confusing 
and failing two-tier system. 
We need a radical overhaul 
which will make Surrey more 
efficient and save millions. 

“I suspect that so many of 
them and their friends have 
a vested interest as over-paid 
councillors they weren’t pre¬ 
pared to look at what is best 
for the people of Surrey. 

“The council claim they 
need more money to pay for 
the ever-increasing adults so¬ 
cial care bill, but in a civilised 
country, this must come from 
central government paid for 
from income tax.” 

A county council spokes¬ 
man said: “This would be a 
hugely complex and costly 
process and, with our services 
now reaching breaking point 
due to huge funding cuts, this 
would not be an appropri¬ 
ate use of taxpayers’ time or 
money.”

Proposals for 15 per cent 
tax rise set to be approved

SURREY County Council’s 
cabinet has approved propos¬ 
als for a 15 per cent council 
tax rise and £93 million in un¬ 
specified cuts. 

The referendum and the 
cuts will be voted on at a full 
council meeting next week 
(February 7), when the coun¬ 
cil sets its budget for the com¬ 
ing financial year. 

But opposition parties 
have criticised the decision 
as “ludicrous” and claim 
they are being “kept in the 
dark” about where the cuts 
will fall. 

Council leader David 
Hodge, in a report placed be¬ 
fore Tuesday’s cabinet meet¬ 
ing, cited “an unprecedented 
six-year period of funding 
cuts by the government” and 
“an unrelenting increase 
in the numbers of people 
requiring services across 
adults and children’s servic¬ 
es” as reasons for increasing 
council tax. 

The proposed 14.99 per

cent increase would see the 
average Surrey resident - in 
a band D property - paying 
£1,458.45 annually, according 
to his report. 

Mr Hodge wrote: “To fund 
the required budget for the 
next three years from lo¬ 


cally-generated sources the 
council would be forced to in¬ 
crease council tax in total by 
15 per cent in 2017/18.” 

This would enable the 
council to “reset its funding 
base and achieve a sustain¬ 
able position for the next 
decade, followed by modest 
increases in future years in 
line with government guid¬ 
ance”, Mr Hodge stated. 

He added: “The council is 
planning to make significant 
additional savings of £93m in 
2017/18. This will still leave 
a funding shortfall of £30m 
in 2017/18, rising to £73m by 
2019/20.” 

Councillor Hazel Watson, 
leader of the Liberal Dem¬ 
ocrats on Surrey County 
Council, described the pos¬ 
sible council tax increase 
as “unreasonable and un¬ 
affordable”, and asked for 
clarity on £93million worth 
of cuts. 

She added: “It is time for 
the Tories at County Hall to 
end their secrecy and to spill 
the beans about the £93 mil¬ 
lion of cuts which are com¬ 
ing down the pipeline. 

“Councillors who have to 


vote on the County Council 
budget next week and Surrey 
residents who pay council tax 
and are served by the County 
Council should not be kept 
in the dark and have a right 
to know now about the cuts 
which are on the way” 

Cllr Jonathan Essex , 
Green Party County Coun¬ 
cillor for Redhill East, said 
today: “It would be ludicrous 
to expect councillors from all 
political persuasions to vote 
on next week’s budget where 
the details are kept under 
lock and key until the very 
last possible moment. 

“That is no way to run a 
council and I expect resi¬ 
dents will make their voices 
heard loud and clear when 
they deliver their verdict on 
this administration on May 
4. 

“Instead of putting an ex¬ 
cessive rise to the vote first, 
and then making public what 
the impact would be after¬ 
wards, the council should be 
up front about the true im¬ 
pacts, and with these facts in 
the open make this case to the 
government up-front, not be¬ 
hind closed doors.” 


‘Lights should go out on chief exec’s position’ 


A FRUSTRATED res¬ 
ident has launched 
a petition calling for 
the abolition of Sur¬ 
rey County Council’s 
chief executive amidst 
switching off street 
lights and proposals to 
increase council tax by 
nine times the rate of 
inflation. 

The Chief Executive 
is the senior officer who 
leads and takes respon¬ 
sibility for the work of 
the 5,000 paid staff of 
the council, who run 
the local authority on a 
day to day basis. 

Leatherhead resident 
Gerald Harvard’s pe¬ 
tition has been signed 
more than 750 times 
since it was set up on 
the county council’s pe¬ 
tition portal on Friday, 
January 20. 

It reads: “With cuts 
in services, including 
switching off street 


lights at night, and a 
proposal to raise coun¬ 
cil tax by 15 per cent, 
abolishing the post of 
Chief Executive would 
seem to be a very good 
idea. 

“Other authorities 
have done it. The com¬ 
mittee system, together 
with a competent lead¬ 
er, should be quite suf¬ 
ficient. 

“In addition, SCC 
should look carefully 
at the need for any sen¬ 
ior staff on salaries of 
more than, say, £50,000.” 

The council will 
be turning off more 
than 40,000 streetlights 
across Surrey between 
midnight and 5am. 

Lights went out in the 
early hours in Guild¬ 
ford, Surrey Heath and 
Waverley, with other 
tranches following, as 
the council attempts to 
balance its budget. 


Earlier this month, 
the majority Conserv¬ 
ative faction of Surrey 
County Council agreed 
to vote in favour of an 
increase nine times the 
rate of inflation (1.6 per 
cent) at a party meet¬ 
ing held behind closed 
doors. 

Council leader David 
Hodge cited govern¬ 
ment cuts, and rising 
demand for adult social 
care and learning disa¬ 
bilities and children’s 
services as key factors 
behind the proposed in¬ 
crease. 

The average Surrey 
resident according to 
house value - those 
living in Band D prop¬ 
erties - paid £1,268.28 
in 2016/17. A 15 per 
cent increase would see 
these residents paying 
an additional £190.24. 

Cllr Hodge confirmed 
plans for the proposed 


increase in a state¬ 
ment, which read: “We 
have to set a budget 
that will protect vital 
services for Surrey 
residents. 

“Government has cut 
our annual grant by 
£170m since 2010 - leav¬ 
ing a huge gap in our 
budget. 

“Demand for adult so¬ 
cial care, learning disa¬ 
bilities and children’s 
services is increasing 
every year. 

“So I regret, despite 
us finding £450m worth 
of savings from our an¬ 
nual budget, we have no 
choice but to propose 
this increase in council 
tax.” 

The proposals will be 
decided by at the next 
full council meeting on 
February 7.

Calls to scrap publications to save money 


THE county council

Surrey’s Liberal Dem¬ 
ocrats have suggested 
alternative cost-cutting 
measures since a poten¬

The majority Conserv¬ 
ative faction on Surrey 
County Council agreed 
to vote in favour of an 
increase nine times the 
rate of inflation - cur¬ 
rently standing at 1.6 per 
cent - at a party meeting 
held behind closed doors 
on January 18. 

Arran Neathey, chair¬ 
man of Surrey Labour 
wrote to Chancellor and

Hammond arguing “the 
Tory government’s failed 
austerity programme 
and the iniquity of the 
council tax system” has 
led to Surrey’s financial 
hardships. 

Surrey’s Liberal 
Democrats, meanwhile, 
launched a petition to 
highlight the “unfair¬ 
ness” and “unafforda¬ 
bility” of the increase, 
and their group’s leader, 
Councillor Hazel Wat¬ 


son, has suggested alter¬ 
natives. 

She said: “The coun¬ 
cil could save money in 
a variety of ways. For 
example, by scrapping 
‘Surrey Matters’ mag¬ 
azine, abolishing the 
unnecessary Associate 
Cabinet Member posts 
and changing it’s invest¬ 
ment strategy to stop 
millions being spent on 
commercial properties 
outside of the county.”

Thieves stole £10k caravan from same spot just weeks ago 

Now generator stolen 
from wildlife charity

A WILDLIFE charity founder 
has been left “speechless” after 
“callous” thieves stole a genera¬ 
tor from them just weeks after a 
£10,000 caravan was stolen from 
the same spot. 

Thieves broke hinges on a 
locked gate to get into land 
owned by Wildlife Aid Foun¬ 
dation on Woodlands Road, 
and broke into a metal storage 
container which held the £800 
Denqbar 2.8kw generator on the 
evening of Saturday, January 28. 

The theft comes just weeks 
after photographer Lawrie Brai- 
ley, 24, who works for the charity, 
had his £10,000 caravan stolen 
from the same spot. 

Inside the caravan were his 
laptop, which contained his 
“life’s work” in photos and a gold 
Gerrard watch from his grandfa¬ 
ther. 

Simon Cowell, founder of 
Wildlife Aid Foundation, said 
the situation was a “nightmare”. 

He said: “I’m just speechless, 
they just don’t care that they’re

Two killed 
by trains 

TWO men died in separate 
incidents when they were hit 
by trains in New Malden and 
Woking on Tuesday. 

The man who died in Wok¬ 
ing was initally described as 
injured, but the British Trans¬ 
port Police (BTP) have since 
confirmed that he has died. 
Trains were cancelled be¬ 
tween Wimbledon and Sur¬ 
biton and between Surbiton 
and Woking. South West 
trains was severely disrupted 
into the evening. 

A statement on the BTP 
website said: “Just before 
12.30pm today, we were called 
to New Malden station fol¬ 
lowing reports that a person 
had been struck by a train. 

“Officers are on scene 
alongside paramedics from 
the London Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice, however a man has sad¬ 
ly been pronounced dead. 

“Officers are now work¬ 
ing to identify the man 
and inform his family. 
“This incident is not being 
treated as suspicious and a 
file will be prepared for the 
coroner.” 

A spokeswoman for the 
London Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice said: “We sent a single 
responder in a car, an am¬ 
bulance crew, an incident 
response officer and an ad¬ 
vanced paramedic to the 
scene. 

“Sadly, a person was 
dead at the scene.”

SNOOKER legend Jimmy 
White was “gutted” after los¬ 
ing “everything but his cue” 
in a flat fire on Tuesday. 

The Whirlwind tweeted 
‘Fire at my flat this morning. 
Everything gone. Gutted. Cue 
was in car and most impor¬ 
tantly no one hurt’, following 
the fire in Alexandra Road. 

Firefighters scaling an 
aerial platform ladder res¬ 
cued one person from a third- 
floor flat. Fourteen people 
and a cat were evacuated, 
Surrey Fire and Rescue con¬ 
firmed. 

Crews from Epsom, Ban- 
stead, Leatherhead, Reigate, 
Painshill, Walton, Esher, Sut¬ 
ton and Surbiton fire stations 
were called to the fire at Al¬ 
exandra Mansions in Alexan¬ 
dra Road, Epsom at 10am. 

The fire had spread from 
the flat to the roof space, a 
spokesman from Epsom fire 
station said. Crews had also 
used an aerial platform lad¬ 


der to reach the blaze. 

Tony Clarke, assistant 
branch manager at building 
materials supplier Jewson, 
was doing a site visit oppo¬ 
site the flats as fire engines 
arrived to fight the blaze. 

“There was lots and lots of 
smoke coming out of the top 
floor flat around the back,” 
he said. 

“It took them a while to 
get any water into it because 
they were looking into a safe 
way to enter. 

“One of the guys was go¬ 


ing up on an aerial crane, 
and he said it was pitch black 
because of the smoke. He 
couldn’t see into it because it 
was so dark.” 

Mr Clarke said he believed 
an old lady was worried 
about her cat trapped inside 
her flat a few doors down, 
but firefighters had deemed 
it sufficiently far away to be 
safe. 

He added that his colleague 
lent a spare pair of boots to a 
lady being evacuated along 
with her young son as she 


was barefoot when she was 
ushered out of the building. 

The Upper High Street was 
closed in both ways between 


the junction with Mill Road 
and Church Road and the B288 
Bridge Road. Alexandra Road 
was also closed.

Councillors voted for controversial 40p evening charge at Bourne Hall 

Parking charges set to rise

A KARATE instructor 
would tweak a young boy’s 
nipples and grab his geni¬ 
tals as part of a sick game 
of “yellow car”, court has 
heard. 

Spencer Hannan, 42, from 
Derek Avenue, Epsom, would 
use the game as a pretext for 
fondling and playing with a 
boy’s penis, Guildford Crown 
Court heard. 

One of the alleged attacks 
is said to have taken place just 
yards from the boy’s house, 
while another happened in 
the front room of Mr Han¬ 
nan’s grandfather’s house 
in Ruxley Lane, Epsom, 
after the 42-year-old asked 
the boy to help him move 
furniture. 

Mr Hannan, who teaches 
karate and self-defence as an 
extracurricular activity in 
schools across Surrey, faces 
four counts of non-penetra- 
tive sexual activity with a 
boy under the age of 16. 

He denies all charges. 

His trial began on Monday, 
January 31. 

Mr Hannan repeatedly 
told the boy, “It’s all part of 
your training”, Mr Jeffrey 
Lamb, prosecuting, told the 
court. 

“When he was travelling 
(with the boy), Mr Hannan 
introduced a game in which 
when a yellow car was spot¬ 
ted, the person who saw it 
was allowed to punch the oth¬ 
er in the arm,” Mr Lamb told 
the court. 

For other colours, the per¬ 


son who saw the “unusual¬ 
ly-coloured” car was allowed 
to “tweak the nipples” or 
“grab or punch the other in 
the groin area”, Mr Lamb ex¬ 
plained. 

He added: “Mr Hannan 
would undo (the boy’s) trou¬ 
sers whilst driving along, 
take his penis from out of his 
trousers, and play with it and 
fondle it, going so far as to 
masturbate him. 

“(The boy) made it clear 
that on no occasion did he get 
an erection. 

“He told Mr Hannan he 
wanted no part in this. But 
Mr Hannan told him it was 
all part of his training to 
build him up into a karate 
expert and obtain his black 
belt.” 

The alleged victim later 
confided the attacks - which 
are said to have taken place 
between September 1, 2013 
and December 31,2013. 

He delayed telling his par¬ 
ents because he “didn’t want 
them to worry” about him, 
the court heard. 

Mr Hannan admitted the 
game - popularly known as 
“yellow car” or “punch bug¬ 
gy” - was played, but insisted 
no sexual activity took place, 
the court was told. 

Mr Hannan claimed the 
“genital grabbing” the de¬ 
fendant referred to, was in 
fact “a back-handed slap to 
the genitals if a pink car was 
spotted”, Mr Lamb told the 
court. 

The trial continues.

CAR parking charges could 
rise in Epsom and Ewell, 
after the council’s Environ¬ 
ment Committee provisional¬ 
ly approved “grossly unfair” 
increases that might make 
people “stop donating blood”. 

Four Epsom and Ewell Bor¬ 
ough Councillors voted for a 
controversial addition of a 
40p evening charge at Bourne 
Hall in Spring Street, Ewell, 
and four voted against the fee 
last night. 

But committee chairman 
Councillor John Beckett opt¬ 
ed to follow the council’s car 
parking working group’s rec¬ 
ommendations to provision¬ 
ally approve the Bourne Hall 
fees. 

A majority of the com¬ 
mittee then provisionally 
approved the whole raft of 
tariffs - the highest increas¬ 
es being by 50p for long stays 
in the Atkins car park and 
50p in West Hill - that will 
ultimately be decided at a 
full council meeting on Val¬ 
entine’s Day. 

Committee chairman Resi¬ 
dents’ Association councillor 
Mike Teasdale last night said: 
“We are in a bit of a financial 


state this year and next year.” 

In a report presented to the 
committee, council officers 
wrote: “The charges (for car 
parking, refuse collection, 
markets, development and 
building control, cemeteries, 
and licensing and environ¬ 
mental health) proposed will 
generate an additional esti¬ 
mated income of £262,000. 

“This has been taken into 
account in the budget to be 
presented to the Council next 
month.” 

They added that increasing 
the charges would help the 
council maintain a “balanced 
budget” over the next four 
years. 


Last week, councillors ad¬ 
mitted it faced an “uncertain 
future” financially. 

Councillor Beckett mean¬ 
while told the committee that 
“70 per cent of revenue (gen¬ 
erated by car parking charg¬ 
es) is ploughed back into our 
car parks for improvement”. 

Objections from users of 
Bourne Hall, were presented 
to the committee before it 
made its decision. 

Councillor Keith Partridge 
said the strength of feeling in 
residents’ objections. He add¬ 
ed: “I don’t think the income 
is going to amount to a great 
deal. I think we can make the 
savings elsewhere.” 


The council’s new 
chief accountant Jo-Anne 
Chang-Rogers agreed that 
extra income would be “wel¬ 
come but minimal”. 

Labour councillor Rob Ge- 
leit called for the committee 
not to blow this out of pro¬ 
portion, and said: “We are 
only talking about 40p.” 

Short-term stays in the 
Ashley Centre and Hook 
Road car parks would also 
all rise is approved later this 
month, after the environ¬ 
ment committee approved 
the tariffs last night. 

Conservative councillor 
Jane Race dissented to in¬ 
creasing any car parking 
charges in the borough. 

“I’m not in favour of rais¬ 
ing car parking charges - spe¬ 
cifically in Epsom and Ewell 
town centre,” she said. 

The council will agree its 
budget, including estimates 
of income and expenditure, 
on February 14. 

To enable the budget 
to be finalised, the Policy 
Committees - including the 
Community and Wellbeing, 
Environment, Licensing and 
Planning and Strategy and 
resources Committee - are 
being asked to recommend 
fees and charges covering the 
services for which they are 
responsible.

HORIBLE images of a vulner¬ 
able mother nearly drowning 
in vomit were captured on 
video by a family concerned 
with the care their mother 
was getting at a Ewell nurs¬ 
ing home. 

The hidden camera foot¬ 
age shows 83-year-old Sheila 
Morris being left alone over¬ 
night despite suffering from 
advanced Parkinson’s dis¬ 
ease which impairs her abil¬ 
ity to swallow 

Her family said she was 
being “fast-tracked for the 
morgue” at Priory Court 
Care Home, and tried to move 
her elsewhere. But their ef¬ 
forts were delayed because 
they did not have power of 
attorney and needed to wait 
for Surrey County Council to 
take the lead. 

There were further frus¬ 
trations, the family said, be¬ 
cause of a “spurious” abuse 
claim against the son, based 
on him asking whether put¬ 
ting a spoon in her mouth 
could help her to swallow 
more comfortably. 

They insist she was given 
‘dangerous’ food and not giv¬ 
en sufficient fluid levels dur¬ 


ing her 16-month stay at the 
home in Old Schools Lane, 
Ewell, and that she suffered 
eight UTIs (urinary tract in¬ 
fections) while at the home. 
At her new care home in 
Kingston, Sheila Morris has 
not had a single UTI. 

Mrs Morris was at Priory 
Court between March 2015 


and July 2016. 

Surrey County Council’s 
social services department 
is responsible for care at 
homes such as Priory Court. 
It claims concerns were in¬ 
vestigated “thoroughly” 
and “urgently”, but were 
“found to be unsupported”. A 
spokesman added social ser¬ 


vices continue to be in touch 
with Mrs Morris. 

Clive and Paula Morris 
said they have not been asked 
for the footage, and so the 
council could not have “thor¬ 
oughly” investigated their 
claims. 

Mrs Morris’ children set 
up the camera in their moth¬ 


er’s room because they no 
longer trusted the home. The 
footage shows carers failed to 
check on Mrs Morris between 
about 11.30pm and 6am on 
May 4-5 (2016) while she was 
violently sick overnight. 

Her son Clive says she was 
not put to bed in a safe posi¬ 
tion, and that she could have 
drowned on her vomit and 
died. 

His concerns about her 
positioning prompted him to 
leave a note for his mother’s 
carers at her bedside, which 
stated: “Please keep Sheila’s 
head raised/sat up a bit when 
in bed-ta.” 

Mr Morris said: “I think 
she has been fast-tracked for 
the morgue. 

“My sister and I are the 
ones staying there. 

“We’re paying over £1,000 a 
week. We’re doing the work. 

“We were prepared to give 
up our lives and careers to do 
this.” 

Clive and Paula Morris 
reported the care home to 
health watchdog the Care 
Quality Commission (CQC) in 
February 2016. Following an 
assessment in March, CQC in¬ 
spectors rated the care home 
“Good”, and certified the ser¬ 
vice at Priory Court “Safe”. 

A week before the CQC re¬ 
port came out in April, a sus¬ 
pected outbreak of Norovirus 


- also known as winter vom¬ 
iting bug - caused the tempo¬ 
rary closure of dementia unit 
at the home. 

“I was annoyed about the 
norovirus (outbreak) in the 
week following because it was 
putting her at risk, and she 
should not have been there,” 
Mr Morris said. 

“If she got norovirus it 
could’ve been fatal.” 

At the time, John Cunning¬ 
ham, Chief Operating Officer 
for St Cloud Care had said 
there were “occasional out¬ 
breaks of this nature within 
care homes.” 

But Mr Morris disputes 
this. He said: “I have had the 
misfortune of sampling many 
care homes in the Surrey 
care system, and I have never 
known it as normal for homes 
to get norovirus.” 

A county council spokes¬ 
man said: “Protecting vul¬ 
nerable people is our priority 
so the concerns raised about 
care at the home were investi¬ 
gated thoroughly as a matter 
of urgency but were found to 
be unsupported. 

“We remain in contact with 
Mrs Morris to ensure all her 
concerns have been met and 
responded to.”

Diesel tax 

COLIN Brown and Chris Lark- 
man’s shock that Merton La¬ 
bour will shortly be slapping a 
new tax on some diesel vehicle 
owners is entirely understand¬ 
able (Levy shock, January 
19). The council has done its 
very best not to publicise these 
plans until the eleventh hour. 

Indeed the Labour admin¬ 
istration even ignored the 
advice of its own consultants 
in deciding not to consult 
with residents on the poten¬ 
tial impact of this surcharge 
before deciding to implement 
it. They are only consulting 
now because they are legally 
obliged to in order to amend all 
the traffic management orders. 

By voting through an 
increase to the cost of parking 
permits for the owners of 
diesel vehicles in CPZs, Labour 
councillors have broken yet 
another of their 2014 election 
promises. Far from freezing 
the cost of permits until 
2018, Merton’s new surcharge 
will be considerably higher 
than other London boroughs 
leading to concerns this is pre¬ 
dominantly a revenue-raising 
measure. 

Conservatives challenged 
this decision at a ‘call in’ meet¬ 
ing held last month. Of course 
we appreciate the need to 
reduce air pollution in the bor¬ 
ough and support the principle 
that the polluter should pay. 
However, Merton Labour’s pro¬ 
posal to hike up costs for diesel 
vehicles is a blunt instrument 
designed mainly to plug their 
own budget gap. There is little 
evidence it will actually help 
improve Merton’s air quality 
and no guarantee that the ex¬ 
tra money raised will be used 
for environmental or anti-pol¬ 
lution measures.

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Councillors agree the increase including cost of ‘baby graves’ 

Cost of dying goes up 
as price of plots rises

THE price of prime cemetery 
plots in Epsom and Ewell could 
rise by more than 13 per cent if 
approved at the full council’s 
budget meeting on Valentine’s 
Day. 

Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council’s Environment Commit¬ 
tee provisionally approved in¬ 
creases for cemetery and rights 
of burial services last night - 
most of which were 3 per cent. 
This included the cost of “baby 
graves”, which could also in¬ 
crease to £932. 

But the cost of a plot on the 
front row path for borough res¬ 
idents could rise from £2,766 to 
£3,142 (13.6 per cent) if approved 
at the council meeting on Febru¬ 
ary 14. 

Conservative councillor Jane 
Race questioned why the in¬ 
crease was so high when com¬ 
pared to just a 3 per cent rise on 
the same plot for non-residents. 

She added: “It’s not something 
you can avoid. I’m not delighted 
that it has been raised so much 
given the circumstances.” 



Councillors agreed the increase 


Committee chairman John 
Beckett said charges had previ¬ 
ously been comparatively low 
and added: “This is a prime spot 
for a choice of burial.” 

Council officer Simon Young 
added that the increase would 
“bring the charge up to a level 
which is half of the non-resi¬ 
dents’ charge (£6,284). 

The cost of graves for dead ba¬ 
bies could also rise by 3 per cent 
to £932 after the Environment 
Committee provisionally ap¬ 
proved the increase in charges. 

Councillor Race told the Ep¬ 
som Guardian: “I shouldn’t have 
to say how dreadful that is for be¬ 
reaved parents. 


“They can’t just say you won’t 
bury your child.” 

In a report presented to the 
committee, council officers 
wrote: “The charges (for car 
parking, refuse collection, mar¬ 
kets, development and building 
control, cemeteries, and licens¬ 
ing and environmental health) 
proposed will generate an ad¬ 
ditional estimated income of 
£262,000. 

“This has been taken into ac¬ 
count in the budget to be present¬ 
ed to the Council next month.” 

They added that increasing 
the charges would help the coun¬ 
cil maintain a “balanced budget” 
over the next four years. 

Last week, councillors admit¬ 
ted it faced an “uncertain future” 
financially. 

The council will agree its 
budget, including estimates of 
income and expenditure, on Feb¬ 
ruary 14. To enable the budget to 
be finalised, the Policy Commit¬ 
tees - including the Community 
and Wellbeing, Environment, Li¬ 
censing and Planning and Strat¬ 
egy and resources Committee 
- are being asked to recommend 
fees and charges covering the 
services for which they are re¬ 
sponsible.

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It is infuriating to watch a per¬ 
formance like James McAvoy's in 
Split and know he will never get 
award recognition for it. 

A psychological horror, or any 
horror for that matter, rarely gets 
Oscar attention. But if only for his 
performance alone should peo¬ 
ple should go and see Split. 

The film tells the story of Kevin 
'Wendell' Crumb (McAvoy), a 
man suffering from Dissociative 
Identity Disorder (D.I.D), or multi¬ 
ple personality disorder as it was 
previously called. Kevin has 23 
different personalities. 

One of those, Dennis, abducts 
three teenage girls and keeps 
them in an underground room 
for an unknown reason, not dis¬ 
closed until the end. 

Friends Claire (Haley Lu Rich¬ 
ardson) and Marcia (Jessica 
Sula) are taken with our main 
protagonist, social outcast Casey 
(Anya Taylor-Joy). 

Casey is a loner; something 
has happened to her, but we 
don't know what. On top of being 
terrified, the three girls are quite 
baffled by their strange capture. 

We get to see three prominent 


personalities throughout; Pa¬ 
tricia, a strict religious woman, 
Dennis, a severe sufferer of Ob¬ 
sessive Compulsive Disorder and 
Hedwig, a cute nine-year-old boy. 

Kevin is also seeing a ther¬ 
apist, Dr Karen Fletcher (Betty 
Buckley), who strongly believes 
that the highly controversial dis¬ 
order is real. In the sessions, she 
becomes increasingly worried 
that Kevin has done something 
terrible. 

The appeal of Split lies in 
McAvoy's enthralling and thor¬ 
oughly believable performance. 

There is a scene when Hed- 
wigsneaks Casey to his room, 
urging her to be quiet in case an¬ 
yone comes and it genuinely feels 
like someone could come into the 
room even though he is the only 
person down there with them. 

Surreal humour is becoming 
a strength of director M. Night 
Shyamalan. The playful nature of 
some of the personalities juxta¬ 
posed with the horror of the situ¬ 
ation is amazingly absurd. 

In the delightful moment the 
girls first encounter a different 
personality, Patricia says with 


a knowing smirk: "Sorry about 
Dennis. He's not well." 

Although Split is Shyamalan's 
best effort since The Sixth Sense- 
after a few disastrous efforts, it 
still has some issues. 

Logic was never one of his 
strengths and that certainly 
doesn't change here. 

The film is a half an hour too 
long with moments of boredom 
frequently seeping in. The depth 
of Kevin's character reveals 
the lack of effort gone into the 
others, except only more slightly 
for the troubled Casey. 

Most problematically, Split 
is not scary. There is one jumpy 
moment which is over before you 
realise it's happened. McAvoy's 
character is more interesting 
and likeable than fearsome so 
the tension dissipates the more 
you see of Kevin. 

By no means perfect, we can 
hope that Split may be a sign that 
Shyamalan is returning to his for¬ 
mer heights. Split also joins the 
new generation of horror films 
that offer up an already capable 
female lead, which is exciting in 
itself. OUT NOW.

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The boys of WhatDadCooked.com share their dad’s recipe for spelt, caraway and ling honey soda bread 


This is delicious - it's almost like a 
tea cake - great eaten when still 
warm or made into toast with but¬ 
ter. When the bread bin is empty 
replenish with this amazing soda 
bread. 

TIME: One hour SERVES: Six 
LEVEL: Easy 

WHAT YOU NEED 

500g organic spelt flour 
400ml cultured buttermilk 
1.5 tsp bicarbonate of soda 
1/4 tsp salt 

50g soft unsalted butter 
2 tbs caraway seeds 
2 tbs Ling Heather Honey 


HOW DAD COOKED IT: 

The Irish are known for their 
soda bread. But why ? The answer 
is in their wheat - it's rather heavy 
and lacking in gluten. Flours high 
in gluten - like the strong bread 
flours of Canada - create stretchy 
doughs that are ideally leavened 
with yeast - low gluten flours will 
not leaven with yeast. 

So the use of chemical leaven¬ 
ing agents in Ireland was therefore 
born out of necessity rather than a 
particular fondness for this type of 
loaf. Furthermore, the same heavy 
flour that is low in gluten also be¬ 


comes easier to digest for those 
that have a gluten intolerance. An 
interesting bit of synchronicity. 

For some, soda bread can be a 
bit tangy, so the soda should be 
used sparingly. You might try just 
using 1 tsp rather than 1.5 tsp. I've 
used spelt flour which has a whole¬ 
someness about it without becom¬ 
ing too heavy and dense. I have 
included honey from The London 
Honey Company, which has a very 
pleasant affinity with caraway and 
helps soften the effect of the soda. 

Preheat the oven to 200C, Gas 
6. Combine the flour, soda, salt, 


seeds in a large bowl and mix with 
a whisk to integrate and lighten. 

Add the soft butter and blend into 
the flour mix using your fingers. 

Pour the buttermilk into the 
flour and combine with a spatula. 

At this point you need to improvise 
the addition of either more flour or ■ 
more milk to ensure the ball comes 
together as a slightly sticky ball. 
Scrape it our onto a floured sur¬ 
face and knead for just a minute 
to combine - again adding more 
buttermilk or flour to get the right 
consistency. Pat the dough into 
a ball and form into a round loaf

Place on a greased tray and cov¬ 
er with more flour and cut with a 
large knife almost to the bottom of 
the loaf.

the oven toward the end of this time 
if the loaf is burning on one side. 
Turn the oven down to 180C, Gas 
5. Turn the loaf upside down and 
cook for a further 10-15 minutes or 
until the bottom sounds very hollow 
when tapped.

A new report published by the Home 
Builders Federation highlights the 
challenges faced by SME house 
builders looking to increase output 
and sets out a range of proposals to 
address the finance, planning, and 
red tape barriers preventing smaller 
firms from playing a bigger part in 
tackling the housing crisis. 

Over the past 25 years the 
number of SME builders has reduced 
by 80 per cent, but just getting back 
to the number operating in 2007 
could produce an additional 25,000 
homes a year. 

Throughout the 1960s and 70s 
small companies could set up, grow 
quickly and establish themselves 
as significant contributors to local 
economies. This meant that by 1988 
more than 12,000 SMEs 
were building new homes. 

Today, the number of SME 
builders has dwindled with very 
few new entrants able to secure a 
foothold and even many established 
businesses unable to grow. The 
report's foreword, written by Redraw 
founder Steve Morgan explains how 
he grew his fledgling business into 
a national publicly listed builder 
something he says 'would be almost 
inconceivable today'. 

The barriers facing SME builders 
today are numerous and varied. 

The report is based on in-depth 
interviews and discussions with 
dozens of HBF's smaller members 
and highlights access to finance, 


and the increasingly complex 
planning and regulatory systems 
as the biggest factors inhibiting 
the entrepreneurialism of smaller 
companies. 

Even as banks have increased 
lending to SMEs generally, the 
report reveals that the situation has 
improved little since the recovery 
from the 2008 financial crash; 
whilst the risky and expensive 
process required to achieve 
planning permission has 
thwarted SMEs without the 
infrastructure and financial ability to 
navigate them. 

Whilst housing supply has 
increased significantly in the past 
three years such that it has now 
reached the much vaunted 200k 
homes a year level, the vast majority 
of this increase has come from the 
largest builders. With Government 
keen to see numbers continuing to 
increase, enabling SMEs to increase 
output will be key. 

The report suggests a number of 
steps Government could take to help 
including: 

• The creation of a new Help 
to Build scheme to help extend 
sustainable lending to smaller 
companies 

• Tackling specific planning 
problems that disproportionately 
affect the business environment 
for SMEs, including the lack of 
smaller sites and the impact of pre¬ 
commencement conditions 



• Lift barriers for builders to access 
tax incentives and other support 
enjoyed by SMEs in other sectors 

• Provide technical and planning 
advice services for fledgling 
businesses 

• Seize the opportunity of Brexit 
to reform EU regulation reducing the 
risk and complexity associated with 
building new homes 


Speaking today, Stewart Baseley 
executive chairman of the Home 
Builders Federation said: 

"Whilst housing output has 
increased significantly in recent 
years, the vast majority of the 
increases have come from larger 
companies. The number of smaller 
builders has collapsed over recent 
decades with few new entrants to the 


market able to grow to any size. 

"If the government wants to see 
continued increases in supply it is 
imperative it enables SME builders 
to play their part. Removing the 
barriers for SME builders could result 
in tens of thousands of desperately 
needed additional homes being built 
and boost economies up and down 
the country." 



REACTION 


Mark Hayward, Managing 
Director, National Association of 
Estate Agents (NAEA) has reacted 
to news that Housing Minister 
Gavin Barwell MP has given the 
green light for the construction 
of thousands of new Starter 
Homes: 'The announcement 
may feel like a welcome start 
to the New Year but as always 
we need to see these plans put 
into swift action. 

'The dream of home 
ownership is too far out of reach 
for thousands of aspiring first time 
buyers (FTBs), and the building of 
new homes on disused brownfield 
sites, as well as a 20% discount 
for buyers aged 2340 will go 
some way to bridging this gap. 

"News that the government 
will deliver 14 new 'garden' towns 
and villages outside of existing 
settlements will also relieve some 
of the pressure on supply and 
demand, which should in turn act 
as a catalyst to help FTBs fulfil 
their dreams of homeownership. 

"However, we must not 
throw caution to the wind. The 
government has pledged to help 
FTBs but until we see these houses 
built we won't hold our breath."

A SURVEY has revealed the ca¬ 
reer dreams Brits had as chil¬ 
dren.

JONATHAN CROUCH 
takes a look at 
Honda’s tenth 
generation 
Civic. 



BACKGROUND: Cars like the 
Honda Civic were always closest to 
the heart of company founder Soichiro 
Honda. 

Back in the Sixties when the best 
the motor industry could offer a small 
family was something like a lumbering 
Morris Oxford, it was he who 
pioneered the idea of a compact fuel 
and space-efficient family car with a hi- 
tech air-cooled flat-four 1300cc engine. 
It was thinking that led to the launch 
of the original Civic in 1972, a model 
series that over the next forty years 
would go on to sell over 20 million cars 
around the world, over 650,000 of 
them in the UK. 

Throughout those decades, there 
have been so many reasons why 
people like us have wanted to like this 
can its unique styling, its wonderfully 
slick gearbox, its sporty engines, its 
clever 'magic seating' practicality 
and its unique driver-centric dash. 

But then came the 'if onlys'. If only 
the ride, refinement, cabin quality 
and running costs had been better. If 
only the lifeless power steering hadn't 
disguised the responsive handling. If 
only the pricing had been a bit more 
competitive. 

You can't afford 'if onlys' the way 
the Focus-class segment is at present 
and Honda knew it had to do better. 
Apparently it has done with this much 
improved MK10 model. 

DRIVING EXPERIENCE: Top of 


Honda's 'to do' list in developing this 
tenth generation Civic was to sort out 
the petrol side of the engine range. The 
1.4 and 1.8-litre i-VTEC units offered 
with the previous ninth generation 
model were an embarrassing distance 
away from the class standard in terms 
of efficiency but that's all changed 
now. Instead, with this MK10 model, 
there's an entry-level three cylinder 
1.0-litre VTECTURBO unit with 129PS 
and a larger four cylinder 1.5-litre 
VTECTURBO powerplantwith 182PS. 
Both have more power and torque 
than the old engines could offer 
and come with the choice of either 
6-speed manual or CVT automatic 
transmission. 

Despite all this effort, the majority 
of Civic customers will continue to 
want a diesel. Unfortunately, it seems 
there wasn't any time or development 
budget left to do anything in this 
regard, so this latest generation 
model continues on with the previous 
version's 120PS 1.6 i-DTEC unit 
which fortunately, continues to be 
a strong contender in this segment. 

As for handling, this is claimed to 
be 'the most agile and dynamically 
proficient Civic ever'. Support for that 
claim comes in the form of all-new 
suspension, a lower centre of gravity 
and a boost in body rigidity. Ride 
comfort has been improved too. 
DESIGN: There's a sleek and swept- 
back shape this time around, with 


larger, wider wheels emphasising a 
lower-set, sportier stance. And the 
sharp lines are complemented by the 
most comprehensive aerodynamic 
packing in the segment, including 
complete under-body panelling. More 
importantly, this MK10 model Civic is 
bigger than before, in hatchback form 
30mm wider and 130mm longer 
than its predecessor. All of this sits on 
a more advanced unibody platform 
that Honda says is 16kg lighter and 
52% stifferthan before. 


Inside, the previously rather 
confusing cabin has been completely 
redesigned with higher quality 
materials and a simpler, more 
sophisticated design theme that 
includes a new digital instrument 
binnacle. At the top of the centre 
console, there's a 7-inch Honda 
Connect 2 colour touchscreen display. 
MARKET AND MODEL: To begin 
with, buyers are being offered only 
the five-door hatch bodystyle and 
a choice of two petrol engines, the 


1.0-litre 129PS VTECTURBO and the 
1.5-litre 182PS VTECTURBO. Pricing 
for the 1.0-litre model starts at just 
over £18,000 for the entry-level 'S' 
variant and beyond that, there's a 
choice of 'SE', 'SR', 'EX' and 'EX with 
Tech Pack' options. 

There's also the £1,400 option of 
CVT auto transmission. For the 182PS 
variant, you're looking at around 
£22,500 as a starting point for the 
base 'Sport' variant and beyond 
that, the 1.5-litre line-up progresses 


through 'Sport Plus' and 'Prestige' 
derivatves. 

All models include the usual 
equipment features in this class - and 
Honda is particularly proud of this 
model's upgraded infotainment 
capabilities. The latest 'Honda 
Connect 2' connectivity system allows 
full smartphone integration via both 
AppleCarPlay and Android Auto so 
you can duplicate the functionality 
of your handset on the centre-dash 
7-inch touchsceen display.
